Recent Deaths. 


William H. Sheffield. 


Hon. \Vlllirmi Paine Hhelli?ld die.I 


nl bis resilience uu Washington sciimle 
Sunday noon In his eighty-eighth year, 
death being'die lu rauses Incident to 
old tige. 
Of late years, although he 


had suffered greatly, hi; mind luid 
been as clear and acllve as ever, and 
up 10 the day of lifs denlh he retained 
full possession of his mental facultltn. 
For the past few weeks It had been tui- 
llced that he was not quite as strong 
as usual and Sunday morning ho fell 
Into unconsciousness aud passed nwuy 
quietly. 


Mr. Shellleld was born ou Block 


Island ou August 30,1819, his panuls 
being 
George Ci. aiid Elizs (Paine) 


Shellleld, bolh descended 
from old 


Rhode Island families. He was given 
the best education that the times af- 
forded aud Fiibsequetitly studied at the 
Harvard Law School. He was admitted 
t" practice at Ihe Rhode Island bar iu 
1844 
aud for the next GO years he was 


looked upon us one of the aulcal (if the 
attorneys In tbe Stale. About 13 years 
ago he began 'to relingulsh hla active 
practice, aud although lie had appeared 
iu court since that time and had given 
much time lo Ihe consideration of par- 
ticular legal problem*, lie had lieen 
practically lu retirement ever since. 
Mr. Sheftlelcl possessed a line law li- 
brary anil was a keen student. 
His 


knowledge nf cnnbtUulloiml matters 
was profound, and he retained his acl 
Ive interest lu the affairs cf the Slate 
until the last. 


Mr. Sheffield had long been prom- 


lueutly before the people of the Stale 
as a statesman aud lawmaker. He 
lirst represeujed hla native town of 
New Shoreham In tlie Legislature iu 
tlie early 'JOj aud was a member of Ihe 
Assembly during the time of the Dorr 
uprising. He was a delegate to the 
convention llmt revised the Slate con- 
stitution In 1842 and since theu had 
devoted much time and study to con 
slllutlonal law. 


Removing loTivertou about 1841 Mr. 


Sheffield entered Into partnership In 
law practice wllh the late Job Durfee 
aud also took an Interest iu the politi- 
cal affairs of that tow'ii, being chosen 
to repreeeut the town iu the'Legisla- 
ture for three terms. In 1SS4 he re- 
moved tu Newport and three years 
later was first elected a member of the 
General Assembly from tills city. Iu 
ISfll he waa elected a member of Con- 
gress from Khodc Island, his one term 
of oftice com prising much of the elormy 
period of the UIvll Wnr. Upou the 
completion of his term he was again 
elected to the General Assembly mid In 
18M he ended his legislative duties 
ivllli n total of 30 years In ihe General 
Assembly. Iu 1884 he was appointed 
by the Governor a member of the 
United Sttitca Senate lo fill the vacancy 
caitced by the death of Henry B. An- 
thony, but when the Legislature con- 
vened to fill Ihe olllce for the balance 
of tho term he rttired lo priviito life. 
During Itia long term In the- Slate 
Legislature he held fm]iortaut com- 
mittee! appointments am! waa largely 
instrumental lu shnplngthelegislation. 
Especially was lie acllve regarding Iho 
fundamental law and he was a mem- 
ber of seveial conventions that con- 
sidered aud piopoeed 
nmetidmenls. 


Of Inte years his opinion upon con- 
atitulIoTial mailers was valued highly 
and his writings on the subject have 
been generally accepted as authoil- 
tatlve. 


Mr. Sheflleld had made many con- 


tributions to the literature bearing upon 
the history of the State aud upon legal 
uiallere. 
Brown University in 1SC2 


conferred upon him Ihe honorary de- 
gree of Master of Arts aud lu 1882 Ihe 
same InBtiliilion conferred Ihe honora- 
ry degree of Doclor of Laws. 
He was 


an honorary member of Iho Society of 
Ihe Clnclti uatl. He fetved for many 
yeort as president and member of the 
board of trustees of the People's Libra- 
ry auct was one of the trustees of tho 
Redwood Library. He had been for 
many yeais a member of the Khodc 
Island Historical Society nud of the 
Newport Historical Society. 
In 1861-5 


he was city solicitor of Newporl. 


He la survived by three children, 


Mra. Jlorlarty of Boston, Jvflfs Lilllna 
Shenield, aud Col. William P. Hhef- 
field.

American War Skips are ia Keadlnm to 


Prolect Perwru and Property in China— 
A Small Monopoly Broken up—Baseless 
Cb»nj>M Regarding Panama—Notes.

Washington, O 0., June 7, J007. 
News received at the Stale Depart- 


ment makes It appear lhai the pre^nt 
outbreak In China Is one of the most 
teriuus that the government there lias 
ever had lo deal wllh, ami the Ameri- 
can warship* on Ihe China station are 
being held In readiness to protect not 
only American, but all foreign Interests 
if they are seriously threatened. Con- 
tul Paddock at Amoy reports that the 
outbreak Is not anil-foreign as was the 
Boxer upiiKlng of I'JOO, but that it is 
antt-dyuasllc. The prize III question 
is the control of the "boy Emperor" 
who has been a boy euijwrorfor so long 
that he ought to be pretty well grown 
by this time. Foreigners know llltle 
or nothing of tins puppet ruler. They 
do not know fora certainly whether he 
is alive or dead. They do know that 
the real power lu Chinese affairs is Tsi- 
Au, the Dowager Empress, who like 
the Dowager Empress ofltutfela, lakes 
tbe responsibility of ruuulng thtnge, 
only Tui-Au u a good deal more openly 
powerful than Marie Keodora. 
When 


tbe ladies of the diplomatic corps were 
entertained by the Dowager Empress 
of China after the return of tbe Im- 
perial family lo tbe Summer Palace iu 
Peklu, the boy Emperor was present at 
the audience, but he did uot speak, 
and,there was no telling whether U 
were really ihe Eai'peror or someone 
eli-e. There have been'a number of 
repoi'ts lu past year* that the young 
emporer bad been poisoned or other- 
wise done away with, aud Ihxt the 
crafty old Dowager was keeping a 
dummy iu his place. Of course, no 
one outside tbe Innermost Court Circle 
can tell whether this is true or uot. 


But ihe report is gaining grouud 


among the Chinese that Tsi-Au is in 
her last illness, and the so-called re- 
foim party, which stands for a Chinese 
constitution aud other more liberal 
measures, baa organized to capture the

With soaring prices and prosperity, 


we hear a good deal about tbe increase 
In the gold production of Ihe world, as 
well as statements of theorists, who tell 
us that we will be able to continue to 
pay high prices for what we eat and 
wear. There Is no disputing the fact 
that gold production has reached 
its 


highest |K)int in history.In 190G the pro- 
duction was 405 millions, In. 1905, 3S5 
millions and each year, since 1900 iu- 
creases have been made. Looking back 
still further, lo say the period covered 
by Ihe years 1881-85, and it will be seen 
that tbe yearly average production was 
99 millions. Tbe leap upwardssluce has 
been astonishing, the average between 


1896 
lo 1900 increasing to 2.57 millions 


and from 1901 to 1905 It has averaged 
322 millions. This marked Increase In 
gold production means much lo tbe 
monetary systems of tbe world.

.a beauty when soiiw one snlft'ed the 
air and remarked, "TLoiuas1 balloon is 
gone." And so It pwcil to he. l-^lve 
uiinutes saw It destroyed—rotten so 
that you could iK>ke your linger through 
It 


Sometimes the balloon Is so affected 


In only a few sections, and a man may 
make nn ascension thinking his bal- 
loon Is all right. Protected by the line 
netting which envelops the balloon it- 
self, he may.evcn get up to some height 
before discovering his danger. In for- 
mer times there were inaiiy fatal acci- 
dents from tlds cause. 


"\Vhen a balloon is packed, talcum or 


some other jiowder is sprinkled over 
the folds to keep them from a^l:e:i:!j 
to each other. If this Is neglected (lie 
balloon will be ruined, especially In hoi 
weather. 


As I said, a flue nutting covers llu> 


balloon proper both to strengthen it 
and to carry the weight of the basket 
and Its contents. All the strands of 
the netting come together In the "con- 
centrating ring," just above the basket. 
In -which the aeronaut stands. The an- 
chor and guide ropes as well as the 
basket are fastened to this concentrat- 
ing ring.
